Letter to US senator tests positive for ricin 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Senate’s new compro¬ 
mise immigration bill drew 
criticism from the right 
and from the left Tuesday 
— convincing members 
of the bipartisan group of 
eight senators that wrote 
it that they’re on the right 
track. 

“This has something for ev¬ 
erybody to hate,” said Re¬ 
publican Sen. Jeff Flake. 
“No one gets everything 
they want,” said Demo¬ 
cratic Sen. Chuck Schum- 
er. The legislation would 
dramatically remake the 
U.S. immigration system, 
ushering in new visa pro¬ 
grams for low- and high- 
skilled workers, requiring a 
tough new focus on border 
security, instituting a new 
requirement for all employ¬ 
ers to check the legal status 
of their workers, and install¬ 
ing a path to citizenship for 
11 million immigrants in the 
country illegally. 

The U.S. immigration sys¬ 
tem would shift from em¬ 
phasizing family ties to U.S. 
citizens or permanent resi¬ 
dents in determining who 
can come to this country, 
to putting a much bigger 
focus on their skills or em¬ 
ployment opportunities. 
People who’ve been de¬ 
ported would have the op¬ 
portunity to come back to 
the U.S. if their spouses or 
children are in the country. 
Schumer and another 
leader of the effort. Repub¬ 
lican Sen. John McCain, 
met with President Barack 
Obama on Tuesday to 
brief him on the bill, a top 
second-term priority for the 
president. Obama issued a 
statement after the meet¬ 
ing supporting the Senate 
effort and urging action.

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 

envelope addressed to a 
Republican senator tested 
positive Tuesday for ricin, 
a potentially fatal poi¬ 
son, congressional officials 
said, heightening concerns 
about terrorism a day after 
a bombing killed three and 
left more than 170 injured 
at the Boston Marathon. 
One senator, Claire Mc- 
Caskill of Missouri, said au¬ 
thorities have a suspect in 
the fast-moving ricin case, 
but she did not say if an ar¬ 
rest had been made. She 
added the letter was sent 
from an individual who fre¬ 
quently writes lawmakers. 
Late Tuesday, Sen. Roger 
Wicker of Mississippi re¬ 
leased a statement ac¬ 
knowledging the letter and 
said it was sent to his Wash¬ 


ington office. 

“This matter is part of an 
ongoing investigation by 
the United States Capi¬ 
tol Police and FBI,” Wicker 
said. “I want to thank our 
law enforcement officials 
for their hard work and dili¬ 
gence in keeping those of 
us who work in the Capitol 
complex safe.” 

Shennell S. Antrobus, a 
spokesman for the U.S. 
Capitol Police, said Tues¬ 
day night that Capitol Po¬ 
lice had been notified by 
the Senate mail handling 
facility that “it had received 
an envelope containing a 
white granular substance.” 
“The envelope was im¬ 
mediately quarantined by 
the facility’s personnel and 
USCP HAZMAT responded 
to the scene,” Antrobus 
said. “Preliminary tests indi¬ 
cate the substance found 


was ricin. The material is 
being forwarded fo an ac¬ 
credited laboratory for fur¬ 
ther analysis.” 

Antrobus said called the in¬ 
cident a “controlled event" 
and said operations at the 
Capitol complex had not 
been affected by the in¬ 
vestigation. 

FBI spokesman Paul Bres¬ 
son said earlier initial field 
tests on the substance pro¬ 
duced mixed results and 
that it is in the process of 
undergoing further analysis 
at an accredited labora¬ 
tory. Only after that testing 
can a determination be 
made about whether the 
substance is ricin, Bresson 
said. 

The U.S. Capitol Police, 
which is also investigating 
the case, declined to com¬ 
ment. 

Terrance W. Gainer, the 


Senate sergeant-at-arms, 
said in an emailed message 
to Senate offices that the 
envelope to Wicker had 
no obviously suspicious out¬ 
side markings and lacked 
a return address. It bore a 
postmark from Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

Mail from a broad swath of 
northern Mississippi, includ¬ 
ing the Memphis suburbs of 
DeSoto County, Mississippi, 
Tupelo, Oxford and the 
northern part of the Missis¬ 
sippi Delta region, is pro¬ 
cessed and postmarked 
in Memphis, according to 
a Postal Service map. The 
Memphis center also pro¬ 
cesses mail for residents of 
western parts of Tennessee 
and eastern Arkansas.

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American cancels all U.S. flights for several hours

DALLAS (AP) — A key 

computer system used 
to run many daily opera¬ 
tions at American Airlines 
failed Tuesday, forcing the 
third-largest U.S. carrier to 
ground all flights across the 
United States for several 
hours and stranding thou¬ 
sands of frustrated pas¬ 
sengers at airports and on 
planes.Flights already in the 
air were allowed to con¬ 
tinue to their destinations, 
but planes on the ground 
from coast to coast could 
not take off. And travelers 
could do little to get back 
in the air until the com¬ 
puter system was restored. 
American blamed its res¬ 
ervation system, which is 
used for much more than 
booking flights. Airlines 
commonly rely on such sys¬ 
tems to track passengers 
and bags, monitor who 
has boarded a plane and 
to update flight schedules 
and gate assignments. The 
computers are also used 
to file flight plans and to 
help determine how much 
fuel to put in an aircraft or 
which seats should be filled 
to ensure a plane is prop¬ 
erly balanced. 

The failure caused cascad¬ 
ing delays and cancel¬ 
ations nationwide. 


As of mid-afternoon, Ameri¬ 
can and its American Eagle 
offshoot canceled more 
than 700 flights and anoth¬ 
er 765 flights were delayed, 
according to tracking ser¬ 
vice FlightAware. 

The outage began in mid¬ 
morning and stretched into 
the afternoon. The systems 
were fixed by 4:30 p.m. 
Eastern (2030 GMT), air¬ 
line spokeswoman Stacey 
Frantz said. 


But even as some flights 
took off, the airline expect¬ 
ed delays and cancella¬ 
tions to persist for the rest 
of the day.At airports, cus¬ 
tomers whose flights were 
canceled couldn’t rebook 
on a later flight. Passengers 
already at the airport were 
stuck in long lines or killed 
time in gate areas. 
“Tensions are high. A lot of 
people are getting mad. 
I’ve seen several yelling 


at the American agents,” 
said Julie Burch, a business¬ 
meeting speaker who was 
stuck at Dallas-Fort Worth 
International Airport wait¬ 
ing for a flight to Denver. 
“Nobody can tell us any¬ 
thing.” 

Terry Anzur, a TV news con¬ 
sultant from Los Angeles 
who was also stranded in 
Dallas, said American Air¬ 
lines gate employees were 
doing everything the old- 


fashioned, manual way 
because fheir computers 
were useless. 

“No one at the counter 
can do anything. They 
can’t check people in,” 
Anzur said. “The airline is at 
a dead halt.” 

“There was a time when 
an airline could fly wifhouf 
a reservation system, but 
those days for the most 
part are past,” said Scott 
Nason, American's former 
technology chief and now 
a consultant.^ their reser¬ 
vation systems go down, 
“most airlines would be 
pretty much without the 
ability to fly more than a 
very limited number of 
flights,” he added. 

During nearly 29 years at 
American, Nason recalled 
maybe one such failure 
every several years. While 
airlines can fix whatever 
caused the problem last 
time, “each time it’s some¬ 
thing different.” 

One time it was a possum 
chewing through a cable 
in Tulsa, bringing down 
the whole system. Another 
time a worker in the air¬ 
line’s data center used a 
metal tool instead of one 
that was rubber-coated, 
causing a short-circuit that 
brought down substantial 
parts of the system, Nason 
saidO

“This bill is clearly a compro¬ 
mise, and no one will get 
everything they wanted, 
including me. But it is large¬ 
ly consistent with the princi¬ 
ples that I have repeatedly 
laid out for comprehensive 
reform,” Obama said. “I 
urge the Senate to quickly 
move this bill forward and, 
as I told Sens. Schumer and 
McCain, I stand willing to 
do whatever it takes to 
make sure that compre¬ 
hensive immigration reform 
becomes a reality as soon 
as possible.” 

The last serious effort to re¬ 
make the immigration sys¬ 
tem, pushed by President 
George W. Bush, failed on 
the Senate floor in 2007. 
The biggest difference this 
time around is changed 
public sentiment in favor of 
reform, McCain said. 


Support for immigration re¬ 
form has shifted since then. 
A new Associated Press- 
GfK poll shows 63 percent, 
including majorities across 
party lines, support provid¬ 


ing a way for immigrants 
in the U.S. to become U.S. 
citizens. The poll was con¬ 
ducted by telephone April 
11-15 among 1,004 adults 
and has a margin of sam¬ 


pling error of plus or minus 
3.9 points. In November, 
a resounding 71 percent 
of Latino voters supported 
Obama, tightening Demo¬ 
crats’ grip on the White 
House and putting Repub¬ 
licans on notice that they 
must seriously court the 
largest American minority 
group if they want to win 
the presidency again. 
Senators were aiming to 
file the legislation Tuesday 
night, and were prepared 
to keep the Senate floor 
open late to accommo¬ 
date that goal. But a press 
event to roll the bill out 
was delayed until later in 
the week after the bomb¬ 
ings at the Boston Mara¬ 
thon. Nonetheless, outside 
groups and other senators 
already had plenty to say. 
To some on the left, the de¬ 
tails of the path to citizen¬ 
ship were emerging as a 
concern. It would take 13 
years, the first 10 of those 


in a provisional legal status 
during which immigrants 
would not have access 
to federal benefits. Immi¬ 
grants would have to pay 
$2,000 in fines plus hun¬ 
dreds more in fees, and 
outstanding taxes. No one 
with a felony conviction 
or more than three misde¬ 
meanors would be eligible, 
and no one who entered 
the country after Dec. 31, 
2011, could apply. 

The path to citizenship also 
is contingent on various 
border security “triggers” 
first being met, an ap¬ 
proach Obama adminis¬ 
tration officials and others 
have criticized. 

On the other side, some 
Republicans were claiming 
that the bill amounted to a 
grant of amnesty for peo¬ 
ple in the country illegally, 
while opening a floodgate 
to immigration that could 
drive down wages for U.S. 
workers. □

Restaurant manager, 8-year-old among bomb victims

BOSTON (AP) — Eight-year- 
old Martin Richard had just 
gotten ice cream and was 
near the Boston Marathon 
finish line, eagerly watch¬ 
ing for friends to run by. 
Krystle Campbell was en¬ 
joying the race with her 
best friend, hoping to get 
a photo of the other wom¬ 
an's boyfriend after he 
conquered the last mile. 
Then the unthinkable 
struck. The spirited 8-year- 
old, pictured on Face- 
book in his classroom hold¬ 
ing a sign that read “No 
more hurting people," was 
dead, along with the out¬ 
going 29-year-old woman 
and a graduate student 
from China — victims of 
twin bombs that turned a 
scene of celebration into 
chaos. More than 170 oth¬ 
ers suffered injuries that 
included severed limbs, 
shrapnel wounds and ab¬ 
dominal lacerations. 

Jeff Bauman Jr., a man 
pictured in an Associated 
Press photo being rushed 
from the scene Monday 
in a wheelchair, lost both 
legs. Rescuers took the 
27-year-old to Boston Med¬ 
ical Center, where doctors 
found extensive vascular 
and bone damage. 


“Unfortunately my son was 
just in the wrong place at 
the wrong time," his father, 
Jeff Bauman, wrote in a 
Facebook post. 

The younger Bauman, who 
had been at the race to 
cheer on his girlfriend, had 
further surgery because of 
fluid in his abdomen. 

“I just can’t explain what’s 
wrong with people today, 
to do this to people," the 
father wrote. “I'm really 


starting to lose faith in our 
country." 

While mourning the dead 
Tuesday, friends and neigh¬ 
bors tried to focus on posi¬ 
tive memories of cherished 
ones whose deaths still 
seemed unreal to them. 

“I just can’t get a handle 
on it,” said Jack Cunning¬ 
ham, a longtime friend 
of little Martin and his 
family. “In an instant, life 
changes."Cunningham re-

called how, as a pint-sized 
preschooler, the boy had 
insisted on getting out of 
his stroller during a 5K race 
in South Boston. As soon as 
his mom let him out to run 
with the rest of the family, 
Martin took off along the 
rainy race course. 

“Fie was just having a ball, 
splashing in every puddle,” 
Cunningham said. 

The boy’s father. Bill Rich¬ 
ard, released a statement 
thanking friends, family and 
strangers for their support 
following his son’s death. 
Congressman Stephen 
Lynch, a family friend, said 


Martin and his family were 
trying to get over the race 
barriers and into the street 
after the first blast, when 
the second bomb struck. 
“They were looking in 
the crowd as the runners 
were coming to see if they 
could identify some of fheir 
friends when the bomb 
hit,” said Lynch, who has 
known the Richards for 25 
years.Bill Richard, a run¬ 
ner and cycling enthusiast 
who did not run the race, 
had to have several ball 
bearings removed from his 
leg. Lynch said. 

On Tuesday, a candle 
burned on the stoop of the 
family's single-family home 
in the city’s Dorchester sec¬ 
tion, and the word “Peace” 
was written in chalk on the 
front walkway. 

A child’s bicycle helmet 
lay overturned near the 
front lawn. At a nearby 
park, “Pray for Martin" 
was written in large block 
letters on the pavement. 
Mourners later gathered 
for a candlelight vigil in the 
neighborhood. 

A photo of the three Rich¬ 
ard children on Plalloween 
in 2009 showed a smiling 
Martin dressed as Woody 
from the “Toy Story” films, 
complefe wifh cowboy 
haf and sheriff's badge. □

Gainer said there was “no 
indication that there are 
other suspect mailings.” 
Yet he urged caution, and 
also said the Senate off¬ 
site mail facility where the 
initial tests were performed 
on the letter will be closed 
for a few days while the in¬ 
vestigation continues. 

The letter was discovered 
at a mail processing plant 
in Prince George's Coun¬ 
ty in suburban Maryland, 
according to Sen. Dick 
Durbin, the No. 2 Senate 
Democrat. 

Wicker, 61, was appointed 
to the Senate in 2007 and 
won election to a full term 
last year. Fie previously 
served a dozen years in the 
Flouse of Representatives. 
Fie has a solidly conserva¬ 
tive voting record, so much 


so that he drew notice last 
week when he voted to 
allow debate to begin on 
controversial gun legisla¬ 
tion in the Senate. 

Majority Leader Flarry Reid 
told reporters of the letter. 


Other lawmakers said they 
had been provided infor¬ 
mation by Gainer’s office. 
Milt Leitenberg, a University 
of Maryland bioterrorism 
expert, said ricin is a poi¬ 
son derived from the same 


bean that makes castor 
oil. According to a Flome- 
land Security Department 
handbook, ricin is deadli¬ 
est when inhaled. It is not 
contagious, but there is no 
antidote. 

“Luckily, this was discov¬ 
ered at the processing cen¬ 
ter off premises,” Durbin 
said. Fie said all mail to sen¬ 
ators is “roasted, toasted, 
sliced and opened” be¬ 
fore it ever gets to them. 

A congressional official 
said evidence of ricin ap¬ 
peared on fwo preliminary 
field tesfs of the letter, al¬ 
though such results are not 
deemed conclusive with¬ 
out further testing. The of¬ 
ficial spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the in¬ 
vestigation remains active. 
The discovery evoked 
memories of fhe days af¬ 
ter the terrorist attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001, when mail 


laced with anthrax began 
appearing in post offices, 
newsrooms and congres¬ 
sional offices. 

That included letters sent 
to two Democrats — Sen. 
Tom Daschle, who was 
Senate majority leader at 
the time, and Sen. Patrick 
Leahy. 

Two Senate office build¬ 
ings were closed during 
fhaf investigation. 

Overall, five people died 
and 17 others became ill. 
The FBI attributed the at¬ 
tack to a government sci¬ 
entist who committed sui¬ 
cide in 2008. 

More immediately, though, 
the discovery came as 
lawmakers were demand¬ 
ing answers to the attacks 
in Boston a day earlier. 
There was no evidence of 
a connection between the 
bombings and the letter 
addressed to Wicker. □ 
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White House threatens veto on cybersecurity bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

White House on Tuesday 
threatened a veto against 
a House of Representatives 
bill intended to improve 
cybersecurity through in- 
formation-sharing, warning 
lawmakers that the presi¬ 
dent won't sign the mea¬ 
sure unless changes are 
made to protect privacy 
and civil liberties. 

The bill would free com¬ 
panies and the federal 
government to swap data 
about cyberthreats, giving 
the federal government 
a broader role in helping 
banks, manufacturers and 
other businesses protect 
themselves. But the White 
House, echoing privacy 
advocates, said the bill fails 
to require irrelevant per¬ 
sonal information to be re¬ 
moved before data is sent 
to the government or other 
companies. 

“We have long said that in¬ 
formation sharing improve¬ 
ments are essential to ef¬ 
fective legislation," said 
Caitlin Hayden, a spokes¬ 
woman for the National 
Security Council. “But they 
must include proper priva¬ 
cy and civil liberties protec¬ 
tions, reinforce the appro¬ 
priate roles of civilian and 
intelligence agencies, and 
include targeted liability 


protections.” 

Still, the White House praised 
the Republican and Demo¬ 
crat who worked together 
to craft the bill, and said it’s 
committed to working to 
improve the legislation so 
Obama can sign it into law. 
It was the second time in a 
year that the White House 
threatened a veto against 
the bill, which lawmak¬ 
ers say they have already 
altered to respond to pri¬ 
vacy concerns raised last 
year. This year's iteration 


was approved by a House 
committee last week and is 
set for a full House vote this 
week. 

The Cyber Intelligence 
Sharing and Protection Act, 
or CISPA, is widely backed 
by industry groups that say 
businesses are struggling to 
defend against aggressive 
and sophisticated attacks 
from hackers in China, Rus¬ 
sia and Eastern Europe. 
Businesses say the House 
version, which doesn’t in¬ 
clude any mandates or 


stipulations, is the only way 
they would feel comfort¬ 
able sharing information 
with the government about 
the vulnerability of their 
networks. 

But privacy groups and civil 
liberties experts say the bill 
would open up Americans 
to spying by the military. 
While the legislation does 
not identify the National 
Security Agency specifical¬ 
ly, it's widely expected that 
the military intelligence 
agency would take a lead 


role in analyzing threat 
data because of its exper¬ 
tise in the matter. 

Another issue is that com¬ 
panies won’t be required 
to strip personal data like 
health or credit records 
from the information they 
share with the govern¬ 
ment. Democratic Rep. 
Adam Schiff of California 
tried to amend the bill to 
hold companies responsi¬ 
ble for not sharing personal 
data, a restriction the White 
House supported. Republi¬ 
cans, however, on Tuesday 
blocked Schiff’s proposal 
from this week’s floor de¬ 
bate. 

“Citizens have a right to 
know that corporations will 
be held accountable — 
and not granted immunity 
— for failing to safeguard 
personal information ad¬ 
equately,” the White House 
said in its veto threat. 
Another proposal, by Dem¬ 
ocratic Rep. Jan Scha- 
kowsky, would specifically 
bar the military from tak¬ 
ing a central role in data 
collection. Republicans 
blocked her amendment, 
too. 

Republican Rep. Mike Rog¬ 
ers and Democratic Rep. 
Dutch Ruppersberger, who 
co-sponsored the bill, have 
said that such changes 
aren’t practical and would 
discourage businesses from 
participating.Q 


Fearing abuse, US blocks generic OxyContin

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
health regulators will re¬ 
quire generic versions of 
the best-selling painkiller 
OxyContin to include re¬ 
cent formulation changes 
designed to make the pill 
harder to abuse. 

The Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration said late Tuesday it 
would not approve any ge¬ 
neric versions of OxyContin 
based on the original for¬ 
mulation because it “poses 
an increased potential for 
certain types of abuse.” 

The FDA decision is a key 
victory for Purdue Pharma 
LP, which spent years de¬ 
veloping a tamper-resistant 
version of the blockbuster 


pain pill. The company’s 
patent on original Oxy¬ 
Contin expires Tuesday. 
Normally such expirations 
open the door to a slew of 
cheaper versions from ge¬ 
neric drug manufacturers. 
However, the FDA decision 
effectively protects Purdue 
from lower-price competi¬ 
tion by requiring generic 
companies to develop 
their own abuse-deterrent 
designs. 

OxyContin has long been 
one the nation's top-selling 
prescription painkillers with 
sales of more than $2.8 bil¬ 
lion last year, according 
to prescription tracker IMS 
Health. 

A time-release version of 
the narcotic oxycodone. 


the pill was hailed as a 
breakthrough treatment for 
severe chronic pain when it 
was approved in late 1995. 
The long-acting formula 
could be used over 12 
hours to maintain a steady 
level of oxycodone in pa¬ 
tients suffering from moder¬ 
ate to severe pain. 

But drug abusers quickly 
discovered they could get 
a heroin-like high by crush¬ 
ing the pills and snorting or 
injecting the entire dose at 
once. 

In 2007, Purdue Pharma 
and three of its executives 
paid $634 million and pled 
guilty to charges of mis¬ 
leading the public about 
the safety and addictive¬ 
ness of OxyContin. 


In April 2010 Purdue intro¬ 
duced a new version of the 
drug designed to be more 
difficult to crush, break or 
dissolve. On Tuesday the 
FDA said it would update 
the drug's labeling to re¬ 
flect recent studies sup¬ 
porting those claims. 

“While both original and 
reformulated OxyContin 
are subject to abuse and 
misuse, the FDA has deter¬ 
mined that reformulated 
OxyContin can be expect¬ 
ed to make abuse by injec¬ 
tion difficult and expected 
to reduce abuse by snort¬ 
ing compared to original 
OxyContin,” said Douglas 
Throckmorton, FDA deputy 
director, in a release. 

The agency said it based its 


decision on medical stud¬ 
ies of OxyContin, reports of 
abuse and misuse, public 
comments and petitions.

He said he 
earned money through 
legal gambling, though 
Fischman countered that 
the government could only 
find one instance in which 
Trincher won $1 million at a 
legal poker tournament. 
Hillel Nahmad was expect¬ 
ed to surrender in Los Ange¬ 
les, authorities said. Earlier 
in the day, agents in New 
York raided the Helly Nah¬ 
mad art gallery in a Madi¬ 
son Avenue hotel. Among 
charges against him, Nah¬ 
mad is accused of conspir¬ 
ing to commit wire fraud in 
connection with the sale 
of a painting worth about 
$250,000. It was not imme¬ 
diately known who will rep¬ 
resent him in court. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Nearly 
three dozen people were 
charged on Tuesday in 
what investigators said 
was a Russian organized 
crime operation that in¬ 
cluded illegal, high-stakes 
poker games for the rich 
and famous and threats of 
violence to make sure cus¬ 
tomers paid their debts. 
Federal authorities in New 
York City weren’t naming 
names but said the poker 
players included pro ath¬ 
letes, Hollywood celebri¬ 
ties and Wall Street execu¬ 
tives. None of them were 
charged. 

The money-laundering in¬ 
vestigation led to arrests 
Tuesday in New York, Los 
Angeles, Miami and else¬ 
where around the United 
States. There also were FBI 
raids at a $6 million apart¬ 
ment in Trump Tower on 
Fifth Avenue and a presti¬ 
gious Madison Avenue art 
gallery owned by two of 
the defendants. 

George Venizelos, head 
of the New York FBI office, 
said the charges against 34 


individuals “demonstrate 
the scope and reach of 
Russian organized crime.” 
He added: “The defen¬ 
dants are alleged to have 
handled untold millions in 
illegal wagers placed by 
millionaires and billionaires, 
laundered millions, and in 
some cases are themselves 
multimillionaires. Crime 
pays only until you are ar¬ 
rested and prosecuted." 
New York Police Commis¬ 
sioner Raymond W. Kelly 
said proceeds from the 
high-stakes illegal poker 
games and online gam¬ 
bling were allegedly tun¬ 
neled to organized crime 
overseas. 

Among those named in 
an indictment filed in fed¬ 
eral courf was a wealthy 
Russian fugitive, Alimzhan 
Tokhtakhounov. He was 
already under indictment 
in a separate U.S. case ac¬ 
cusing him of bribing Olym¬ 
pic figure skating judges at 
the 2002 Winter Olympics in 
Salt Lake City. 

In a two-month period be¬ 
ginning in late 2011, the 
money-laundering ring 
paid Tokhtakhounov $20 


million in illegal proceeds, 
the indictment said. 

Along with the illegal poker 
games, the ring operated 
“an international gam¬ 
bling business that catered 
to oligarchs residing in the 
former Soviet Union and 
throughout the world,” the 
indictment said. 

Prosecutors alleged pro¬ 
ceeds were laundered 
through shell companies 
in Cyprus and in the United 
States by a criminal enter¬ 
prise with strong ties to Rus¬ 
sia and Ukraine. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Harris 
Fischman told a U.S. mag¬ 
istrate judge in Manhattan 
that Vadim Trincher, 52, 
directed much of fhe inter¬ 
national racketeering en¬ 
terprise from his $5 million 
apartment at Trump Tower. 
“From his apartment he 
oversaw what must have 
been the world’s largest 
sports book,” Fischman said 
in a successful argument to 
have Trincher held for trial 
without bail. “He catered 
to millionaires and billion¬ 
aires.” Trincher's apartment 
is located directly below 
one owned by Donald

Cartel money laundering trial begins in Texas

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — A mul- 
timillion-dollar horse rac¬ 
ing and breeding opera¬ 
tion run from an Oklahoma 
ranch was actually a front 
for a notorious Mexican 
cartel to launder millions of 
dollars in drug money, pros¬ 
ecutors alleged Tuesday at 
the beginning of a trial for 
five defendants charged in 
the scheme. 

Jose Trevino Morales, the 
younger brother of the sus¬ 
pected leader of the Zetas 
drug cartel, is charged with 
money laundering conspir¬ 
acy. His trial along with four 
co-defendants facing the 
same charge began Tues¬ 
day in Austin, Texas. 
Prosecutor Douglas Gard¬ 
ner told jurors Tuesday that 
Trevino had been put in 
charge of the scheme by 
his brothers, who are al¬ 
leged to be at the top of 
one of the biggest, most 
versatile and violent crimi¬ 
nal organizations in the 
world. The scheme went 
through $16 million in horse- 
related expenses in 30 
months, Gardner said. 


VENTURA, California (AP) 
— An heir to the Max Fac¬ 
tor fortune convicted of 
drugging and raping three 
women was resentenced 
Tuesday to a reduced 50- 
year term by a judge who 
earlier threw out an original 
124-year prison term. 
Andrew Luster, 49, who has 
been in prison for a de¬ 
cade, was resentenced by 
Superior Court Judge Kath- 
ryne Ann Stoltz, the Ven¬ 
tura County Star (http://bit. 
ly/11 mOeji) reported. 

The defense had sought a 
sentence of 25 years or less. 
Luster's lawyers Jay Leider- 
man and J. David Nick said 
in court documents filed 
last month that Luster is 
not a sexual predator and 
has had a “stellar perfor¬ 
mance” in prison.

Prosecutors argued in a 
sentencing memorandum 
filed last week that Luster's 
sentence was appropriate, 
but the original court's rea¬ 
soning needed to be ex¬ 
plained. 

“The original sentence was 
not erroneous — only the 
record needed to be cor¬ 
rected,” Deputy District 
Attorney Michelle Con¬ 
tois wrote.Last month, the 
judge refused a request to 
throw out Luster’s convic¬ 
tion but granted him a re¬ 
sentencing hearing, writing 
in her ruling that the court 
“failed fo sfate specific 
reasons for imposing full 
consecutive sentences” as 
the law requires. 

Luster was arrested in 2000 
and charged with giving 
three women the drug

He alleged a Mexican 
businessman, Francisco 
Antonio Colorado Cessa, 
bought horses for fhe Ze- 
fas through his oil services 
company, which authori¬ 
ties say was also a front for 
the drug cartel. 

The three other defendants 
on trial— Fernando Solis 
Garcia, Eusevio Maldo¬ 
nado Huitron and his older 
brother Jesus Maldonado 
Huitron — are accused of 
buying horses for the car¬ 
tel or laundering money 
through personal accounts. 
But David Finn, Morales' at¬ 
torney, called his client a 
“legitimate horseman” who 
is being targeted by pros¬ 
ecutors due to his brothers’ 
alleged crimes. 


“This isn't some front,” Finn 
said. “It’s a legitimate, real 
business ... built on the 
sweat of my client and his 
wife.” 

Mike DeGeurin, Colorado's 
attorney, said his client's 
company in Mexico, ADT 
Petroservicios, has no ties 
to the Zetas. DeGeurin said 
Cessa invested some of 
his money in buying and 
breeding horses and thaf 
his client also runs a horse 
ranch in Mexico for use by 
autistic children. 

Attorneys for Solis and Eu¬ 
sevio Maldonado Huitron 
told jurors their clients were 
hard-working, honest horse 
trainers and that there is 
no evidence they knew 
the horses they bought or 
trained allegedly belonged 
to the drug cartel. Jesus 
Maldonado Huitron’s at¬ 
torney said he would make 
his opening statement after 
the prosecution’s case. 

The first witness for pros¬ 
ecutors was Jose Garza, a 
former Texas state trooper 
and intelligence analyst 
with the FBI, who gave ju¬ 
rors a history lesson of the 
Zetas and how they oper¬ 
ate. 

The trial was expected to 
last several weeks. 

Morales’ wife and daugh¬ 
ter have pleaded guilty to 
lesser charges. 

The horse operation Mo¬ 
rales ran from a sprawl¬ 
ing ranch near Lexington, 
Oklahoma, spent millions of 
dollars buying horses in Cal¬ 
ifornia, New Mexico and 
Texas, prosecutors said. 
Workers af fhe Ruidoso 
Downs Race Track and Ca¬ 
sino in New Mexico said his 
sfables were known as the 
“Zetas’ stables,” and some 
of his horses were named 
Number One Cartel and 
Mr. Ease Cartel.Miguel An¬ 
gel Trevino Morales, one of 
Jose's brothers, is believed 
to now be the leader of the 
Zetas cartel, which split off 
from the Gulf Cartel in 2010 
and is known for its brutal¬ 
ity — beheading rivals and 
staging mass killings. 

Miguel Angel Trevino Mo¬ 
rales and Oscar Omar 
Trevino Morales are also 
charged in the scheme, 
though they remain at

U.S. foe Cuba sendscondolences for marathon attack

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba on 
Tuesday condemned the 
deadly attack on the Bos¬ 
ton marathon and reiterat¬ 
ed its rejection of all forms 
of terrorism, yet another 
small expression of good¬ 
will between the Cold War 
enemies. Josefina Vidal, 
the director of the Foreign 
Ministry’s North American 
Affairs Division, expressed 
“the most heartfelt condo¬ 
lences of the people and 
government of Cuba to 
the people and govern¬ 
ment of the United States, 
particularly those directly 
affected by this tragedy.” 
While the two countries 
have been at odds for 
half a century, Cuba has 


expressed solidarity in the 
past, most recently when a 
U.S. ambassador was killed 
in Benghazi, Libya. The at¬ 
tacks on Sept. 11 elicited a 
similar response, and Cuba 
offered to send doctors to 
the U.S. Gulf Coast follow¬ 
ing Hurricane Katrina in 
2005. Vidal said Cuba de¬ 
livered an official note to 
the U.S. Interests Section in 
Havana, which Washing¬ 
ton maintains instead of 
an embassy because the 
countries lack formal diplo¬ 
matic relations. 

She said that Cuba “rejects 
and condemns unequivo¬ 
cally all acts of terrorism, 
in any place, under any 
circumstance, and with 
whatever motivation.”

ry must make recommend 
by the end of April whether 
to keep Cuba on a contro¬ 
versial list of state sponsors 
of terrorism. Critics say the 
Caribbean island nation 
has no business being on 
the list alongside Iran, Syria 
and Sudan.

Cuba must take to get 
off the list is to publicly 
condemn terrorism. Cuba 
is accused of harboring 
Colombian rebels and 
Basque militants, as well 
as several dozen U.S. fugi¬ 
tives who have lived here 
since the 1960s and ‘70s.

rebels and that country’s 
government, and ETA has 
called a permanent cease 
fire in Spain.

Last week, Cuba turned 
over to U.S. authorities a 
Florida couple who had 
fled here after allegedly 
kidnapping their own chil¬ 
dren from the custody of 
the boys’ grandparents. 
Havana and Washington 
lack an extradition treaty, 
but officials on both sides 
were full of praise for each 
other's cooperation and 
professionalism throughout 
the incident. 


On Friday, a U.S. federal 
judge granted convicted 
Cuban intelligence agent 
Rene Gonzalez leave to 
travel to Havana for his 
father’s funeral.

a televised meeting at the 


headquarters of the state 
oil company. 

Earlier, 

he said he would not al¬ 
low an opposition protest 
march called for Wednes¬ 
day in Caracas, saying 
Capriles was “respon¬ 
sible for the dead we are 
mourning” from violence 
during protests across the 
country. 

Maduro then summoned 
his own his supporters to 
take to the streets Wednes¬ 
day in the capital, 
raising the possibility of a 
confrontation with anti¬ 
government protesters. 

But Capriles called off 
the planned opposition 
march. “Whoever goes out 
into the street tomorrow is 
playing the government's 
game,” he said. □

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Quake hits Iran, Pakistan; dozens killed

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — An 

earthquake toppled 

homes and shops on both 
sides of the Iran-Pakistan 
border Tuesday, killing doz¬ 
ens of people and caus¬ 
ing skyscrapers to sway 
in Dubai. It also forced 
Iranian officials — for the 
second time in less than 
a week — to issue assur¬ 
ances that its main nuclear 
reactor wasn't damaged. 
At least 34 people were 
killed in a single village in 
Pakistan, a military official 
said. But the overall death 
toll became clouded af¬ 
ter conflicting reports from 
Iran. 

At first, Iran's state-in Press 
TV said at least 40 people 
died — which would push 
the two-nation tally to 74. 
But it later retreated from 
its account, and other Ira¬ 
nian outlets stepped in with 
a far less dire picture. 
Despite the conflicting re¬ 
ports on the Iranian side, 
a Pakistani military official 
said at least 34 were killed 
on their side of the border 
and 80 were injured. Up 
to 1,000 mud homes were 


damaged, Pakistan Tele¬ 
vision added. The military 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity in line with Pakistan 
military policy. A Pakistani 
policeman, Azmatullah 
Regi, said nearly three 
dozen homes and shops 
collapsed in one village in 
the Mashkel area, which 
was the hardest hit by 
the quake. Rescue work¬ 
ers pulled the bodies of a 
couple and their three chil- 


rubble of one house, he 
said. The Pakistani army or¬ 
dered paramilitary troops 
to assist with rescue opera¬ 
tions and provide medi¬ 
cal treatment. Additional 
troops are being moved 
to the area, and army he¬ 
licopters were mobilized to 
carry medical staff, tents, 
medicine and other relief 
items. The discrepancies 
and apparent backtrack¬ 
ing in the Iranian reports 
could not be immediately 
reconciled, but it was the 
second quake to hit Iran 
in less than week and au¬ 
thorities could be seeking 
to downplay casualties. 
Commentary on Iranian 
TV criticized international 
media for “exaggerat¬ 
ing" the death toll, raising 
further questions about 
the full extent of the dam¬ 
age in the rugged region 
that's a front line in Iran’s 
battle against drug traffick¬ 
ers and the Sunni-based 
militant group, Jundallah, 
which carries out sporadic 
attacks. Iran’s state-run 
Press TV initially said at least 
40 people were killed on 


the Iranian side, but later 
removed the figure from 
its website and news scroll. 
Other state-controlled out¬ 
lets, including the official 
IRNA news agency, men¬ 
tioned no deaths and only 
up to 27 injuries, quoting a 
local official. The website 
of Tehran Geophysics Cen¬ 
ter said the quake, mea¬ 
sured at least magnitude 
7.7, lasted 40 seconds and 
called it the strongest in 
more than 50 years in one 
of the world’s most seismi- 
cally active areas. Press 
TV called it “massive,” but 
likely far less than menac¬ 
ing than lesser quakes in far 
more populated areas. 

It also was the second 
deadly quake to hit Iran 
in less than a week after 
a magnitude 6.1 temblor 
struck near Bushehr, on 
Iran's Persian Gulf coast, 
killing at least 37 people 
and raising calls for greater 
international safety inspec¬ 
tors at Iran’s lone nuclear 
reactor nearby. 

Press TV said the quake 
was centered near Sara- 
van, about 50 kilometers 
(26 miles) from the Paki¬ 


stani border. The U.S. Geo¬ 
logical Survey put the pre¬ 
liminary magnitude at 7.8 
and at a depth of 15.2 kilo¬ 
meters (nine miles). 

Iran’s nuclear chief Fere- 
idoun Abbasi said there 
was no damage to the 
Bushehr reactor and invit¬ 
ed U.N. inspectors to visit, 
the semiofficial ISNA news 
agency reported. Abbasi 
repeated the statement 
issued after last week’s 
quake: The Bushehr plan 
was built to withstand 
quakes up to magnitude 
8, which is considerably 
stronger than Tuesday's 
temblor. 

The Washington-based 
Institute for Science and 
International Security also 
called any damage to 
Bushehr “unlikely” from 
the latest quake, which is 
nearly 1,000 kilometers (600 
miles) from the border re¬ 
gion. Rowena Lohman, an 
earthquake physics expert 
at Cornell University, said 
some unusual geophys¬ 
ics may have prevented 
much greater damage 
and casualties. 

“Today’s earthquake in 
southeastern Iran was large 
but fairly deep, which re¬ 
duces the expected level 
of damage relative to a 
shallower earthquake of 
the same magnitude," she 
was quoted as saying in a 
statement. 

In Iran, the Red Crescent 
said it was facing a “com¬ 
plicated emergency situa¬ 
tion” in the area with villag¬ 
es scattered over desolate 
hills and valleys. 

The quake was felt over a 
vast area from New Delhi 
— about 1,500 kilometers 
(900 miles) from the epi¬ 
center — to Gulf cities that 
have some of the world's 
tallest skyscrapers, includ¬ 
ing the record 828-meter 
(2,717 -foot) Burj Khalifa in

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N.Korea lashes out anew over protest in Seoul

PYONGYANG, North Korea 
(AP) — North Korea lashed 
out anew Tuesday at South 
Korea over a small public 
protest in Seoul in which 
demonstrators burned effi¬ 
gies of the North’s leaders, 
saying it would not hold 
talks with its southern neigh¬ 
bor unless it apologized for 
anti-North Korean actions 
“big and small” and warn¬ 
ing that it could take re¬ 
taliatory measures at any 
time. 

The statement, which was 
issued by the Supreme 
Command of the Korean 
People’s Army, came amid 
international fears that the 
North is preparing to con¬ 
duct a medium-range mis¬ 
sile test and also as North 
Korea marked the second 
day of festivities in honor of 
the April 15 birthday of its 
first leader, Kim II Sung. 

Later in the day, its state 
media quoted a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman saying 
North Korea has no inten¬ 
tion of holding talks with 
the U.S. unless it also aban¬ 
dons its hostility against the 
North. 

The spokesman said the 
North will “intensify unspec¬ 
ified military countermea¬ 
sures” unless the U.S. stops 
conducting military drills on 


the peninsula and pulls out 
all the military assets need¬ 
ed to threaten the North 
with a nuclear attack. 

The renewed vitriol, which 
included the threat for un¬ 
specified retaliatory action, 
followed a Monday protest 
by about 250 people in 
downtown Seoul, where ef¬ 
figies of Kim II Sung and his 
late son and successor, Kim 
Jong II, were burned. Such 
protests are fairly common 


in South Korea, and though 
Monday’s was held on the 
holiday that North Korea 
calls “The Day of the Sun,” 
some analysts suggested 
North Korea was using it as 
a pretext to reject calls for 
a dialogue with the South, 
at least for the time being. 
North Korea often de¬ 
nounces protests like the 
one held Monday, but 
rarely in the name of the 
Supreme Command, 


which is headed by Kim II 
Sung’s grandson and North 
Korea’s overall leader, Kim 
Jong Un. 

“If the puppet authorities 
truly want dialogue and 
negotiations, they should 
apologize for all anti-DPRK 
hostile acts, big and small, 
and show the compatriots 
their will to stop all these 
acts in practice,” the state¬ 
ment said. North Korea’s 
official name is the Demo¬ 


cratic People's Republic of 
Korea, or DPRK. 

This year’s festivities were 
mostly low key, with Pyong¬ 
yang residents gathering 
in performance halls and 
plazas and taking advan¬ 
tage of subsidized treats, 
like shaved ice and pea¬ 
nuts. Last year's anniversary 
— the centennial of Kim II 
Sung's birth — was marked 
with days of immense fes¬ 
tivities and a massive mili¬ 
tary parade. 

Instead of such grandiose 
events, the front page of 
the Rodong Sinmun, the 
Workers’ Party newspaper, 
on Tuesday featured pho¬ 
tos of Kim Jong Un at an 
orchestral performance 
with his aunt, Kim Kyong 
Hui, and other top officials. 
North Korean media also 
reported that he watched 
volleyball and basketball 
games between Kim II Sung 
University of Politics and Kim 
II Sung Military University. 

But word of fhe protest in 
the South outraged some 
North Koreans, though 
North Koreans, too, have 
similarly used the image 
of Soufh Korean officials 
in protests against Seoul. 
The former South Korean 
president was depicted 
as a rat, shown attacked 
by dogs and tied up and 
quartered.^

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Wie looking for inspiration in Hawaii LPGA stop

KAPOLEI, Hawaii (AP) — 

Michelle Wie is hoping a 
Hawaii stop on the LPGA 
Tour will help her turn¬ 
around a lackluster sea¬ 
son. 

She’s 91st in the world rank¬ 
ing after breaking 70 only 
once in 18 rounds so far this 
season. She's coming off 
a season-best tie for 41st 
two weeks ago in the Kraft 
Nabisco Championship — 
after starting the tourna¬ 
ment with an apology from 
Annika Sorenstam for be¬ 
ing quoted as saying the 
former child prodigy hasn’t 
shown the talent that ini¬ 
tially made her a star. 

And ahead of a press con¬ 
ference to open the LPGA 
Lotte Championship, orga¬ 
nizers planned to bring five 
players — including the 
world’s top three — to in¬ 
troduce the tournament to 
reporters. But not Wie. 

Still, the 23-year-old Stan¬ 
ford graduate says it's nice 
to be home, where she’s 
more relaxed. 

“There’s nothing like com¬ 
ing back home,” Wie told 
The Associated Press on 
Tuesday after finishing a 
pro-am round with four 
amateurs at 7 under in a 
scramble format. 

Wie grew up in Honolulu, 
just a few miles east of the 
Ko Olina Golf Club, where 
the LPGA Lotte Champion¬ 
ship is in its second year. 

“As soon as you get off fhe 
plane, that smell — every¬ 
thing," she said. “It's great 


to play in front of a home 
crowd and hopefully a lot 
of people will come out to¬ 
morrow.” 

A friendly, familiar crowd 
couldn’t hurt Wie, who 
won the last of her two 
LPGA Tour titles in 2010 and 
has gotten a lot of atten¬ 
tion lately for her new puf¬ 
fing sfyle — an unorthodox 
stance where she bends at 
the waist, her back straight 
and nearly parallel to the 
ground with her eyes peer¬ 
ing straight over the ball. 
“Yeah, I enjoy being here 
and I'm very happy,” Wie 
said when asked if be¬ 
ing home could help furn 
fhings around. “I’m just go¬ 
ing to go out and have fun 
fomorrow.” 

Wie had an up-and-down 
practice round Tuesday, 
taking extra time between 
shots to work on her tech¬ 


nique and chat with her 
parents, who walked the 
course and occasionally 
chimed in with tips. 

After her group finished 
each hole, Wie’s caddie 
frequently tossed out a ball 
for Wie to chip, putt, or hit 
from a bunker. 

On the 365-yard, par-4 sec¬ 
ond, Wie asked her group 
if she could hit a second 
drive after her real tee 
shot landed in the left side 
rough, very close to a bun¬ 
ker. 

Two of fhe next three holes, 
she groaned after hitting 
her drives. “Ugh, Michelle,” 
she said after sending a 
shot off to the right on the 
528-yard, par-5 fifth, before 
lightly smacking her tee 
into the face of her driver 
as she walked down the 
course. 

Still, in the best ball format. 
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Wie’s group played her 
shots most often. She hit 
within 8 feet on the 154- 
yard, par-3 fourth and was 
on point with most of her 
approaches and pufts. 

“I had fun ouf there today 
and it felt good,” she said. 
The LPGA Lotte Champion¬ 
ship comes as Inbee Park, 
Stacy Lewis and Yani Tseng 
battle for the top spot in the 
world rankings. Park, the 
Kraft Nabisco winner, took 
over the top spot Monday, 
ending Lewis’ four-week 
run at No. 1. 

New Zealand amateur 
Lydia Ko is coming off a fie 


for 25th in the Kraft Nabis¬ 
co. She won the Canadi¬ 
an Open in August to be¬ 
come the youngest LPGA 
Tour winner at 15 years, 4 
months, 2 days. The South 
Korea-born Ko has two 
other pro victories, the 
New South Wales Open 
last year and New Zealand 
Women’s Open this year, 
and won the U.S. Women’s 
Amateur last season. She’s 
ranked 22nd in the world. 
Ai Miyazato won the tour¬ 
nament last year. This 
year’s event has a top 
prize of $225,000 and a to¬

In the past they 
would kill the messenger 
who delivered news that 
king did not want to hear.

nerves. As cholesterol falls, 
less lipoproteins are avail¬ 
able lowering your body's 
ability to remove these poi¬ 
sons. 

For natural physi¬ 
cians, cholesterol is not 
bad. Hydroxy sterols are 
found in both animal and 
plant life. Cholesterol, a 
complicated form of al¬ 
cohol is the main sterol of 
higher life forms. With the 
exception of brain and red 
blood cells, all cells in your 
body are capable of syn¬ 
thesizing or producing cho¬ 
lesterol.

Sup¬ 
plementing with Flax oil or 
Omega fish oils is more im¬ 
portant than ever. Lecithin 
is good oil I consider a ba¬ 
sic, especially for protect¬ 
ing the brain.

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HP will integrate Leap Motion 
controllers with PCs

NEW YORK (AP) — Leap 
Motion’s 3-D motion con¬ 
trollers will be included in 
some personal comput¬ 
ers from Hewlett-Packard 
Co. this year, a move that 
the San Francisco startup 
hopes is a first step toward 
bringing touch-free com¬ 
puting to the masses. 
Plugged into a computer, 
the 3-inch-long (7.5-centi- 
meter-long) device tracks 
people’s fingers and hand 
motions as they gesture, 
swipe and point at their 
computer screens. Appli¬ 


cations developed for it 
let people control games, 
work on office tasks, paint 
pictures or design 3-D ob¬ 
jects. 

“What we’ve done is bro¬ 
ken down the barrier be¬ 
tween your brain, fingers 
and your computer,” said 
Andy Miller, the chief op¬ 
erating officer at Leap and 
a former vice president of 
mobile advertising at Ap¬ 
ple Inc. 

At first, the controllers will 
be bundled with PCs and 
other devices from HP. But 
Leap said the companies 
plan to integrate the con¬ 


trollers and Leap's soft¬ 
ware more deeply into HP 
products. Eventually, these 
will mean tablet comput¬ 
ers, smartphones and oth¬ 
er devices. 

“Customers want to go 
to the next level when 
creating and interacting 
with digital content," Ron 
Coughlin, 

HP's general manager of 
consumer PCs, said in a 
statement. 

The move comes as PC 
sales are declining quickly 
as people and businesses 
are moving on to smart¬ 
phones and tablet com¬ 


U.S. Internet ad revenue 
grows 15 percent in 2012

NEW YORK (AP) — U.S. In¬ 
ternet advertising revenue 
grew 15 percent to a re¬ 
cord $36.6 billion in 2012, 
with mobile ad revenue 
growing faster than other 
types, according to a new 
report Tuesday. 

The report from the Inter¬ 
active Advertising Bureau 
and PricewaterhouseC- 
oopers said that mobile 
ad revenue more than 
doubled from the previous 
year to $3.4 billion. 

It accounted for 9 per¬ 
cent of total Internet ad 
revenue in 2012. In 2011, 
the $1.6 billion in mobile ad 
revenue made up 5 per¬ 
cent of the total. Mobile 
ads represent an area of 
growth for many compa¬ 
nies, including Google Inc. 
and Facebook Inc. Face- 
book started showing mo¬ 
bile ads last year. 

Research firm eMarketer, 
which includes more types 
of mobile ads in its calcu¬ 
lations, expects U.S. mo¬ 
bile ad spending to grow 
77 percent in 2013 to $7.29 
billion from $4.11 billion last 
year. 

Search ads, where Google 
dominates, still account for 
nearly half of all online ad¬ 
vertising revenue, at $16.9 


billion in 2012, according to 
the report. 

The IAB, which represents 
media and technology 
companies, releases online 
advertising revenue num¬ 
bers each quarter. Man¬ 
agement consulting firm 
PricewaterhouseCoopers 
compiles the data based 
on information from com¬ 
panies that sell advertising 
on the Internet. 

Brian Wieser, analyst at 
Pivotal Research Group, 
called the online advertis¬ 


ing growth rate “solid” at 
15 percent, but noted that 
“we can clearly see that 
if we strip out growth from 
Google and Facebook, 
the rest of online advertis¬ 
ing likely grew by 3.8 (per¬ 
cent).” 

“This bodes poorly for con¬ 
ventional Web publishers 
such as Yahoo, as Google 
and Facebook are likely to 
remain as the most domi¬ 
nant sellers of online adver¬ 
tising,” Wieser wrote in an 
emailed research note. □

DETROIT (AP) — General 
Motors plans to roll out 
a line of completely re¬ 
vamped midsize pickup 
trucks, with gas mileage 
and features designed to 
take sales from Toyota’s 
market-leading Tacoma. 
The trucks will replace the 
aging Chevrolet Colorado 
and GMC Canyon. Mark 
Reuss, GM's North Ameri¬ 
can president, said Tues¬ 
day that the trucks will be 
able to do 95 percent of 
the work that a big truck 
can do. 

Sales of midsize and small 
pickups slumped after the 
recession as businesses 
curtailed spending. Ford 
Motor Co. stopped selling 
its Ranger small pickup in 
the U.S. in December of 
2011 to focus on sales of its 
full-size F-150. 

Now truck sales are recov¬ 
ering as parts of the U.S. 
economy, particularly the 
housing sector, recover. 
The new GM trucks are 
aimed at different audi¬ 
ences. The Canyon will go 
after more functional work 
buyers, while the Colo¬ 
rado will target younger 
“lifestyle” buyers who use 
trucks to haul recreation 
equipment and play out¬ 
doors, Reuss said. Both 
will have a list of options 
so people can customize 
them to their activities, he 
said. 

The Colorado will “attack 
the West Coast with a 
lifestyle truck that's really 
beautiful and fun," Reuss 
said, without giving many

The Round Rock, Texas, 
company said Tuesday 
that its board approved 
the agreement with Icahn 
under which he and enti¬ 
ties tied to him pledge not 
to buy up more than 10 
percent of the company's 
shares. The deal also cov¬ 
ers other shareholders who, 
together with Icahn, would 
own more than 15 percent 
of Dell’s shares. 

In exchange, Icahn is al¬ 


lowed to talk to other 
shareholders about putting 
together a superior propos¬ 
al to a $24.4 billion buyout 
offer backed by company 
founder Michael Dell. 

The company said the 
agreement maximizes its 
chances of getting a bet¬ 
ter proposal from Icahn but 
also protects shareholders 
from the accumulation of 
an “unduly influential vot¬ 
ing interest.” 

In a statement, Icahn 
stressed that he still retains 
the right to lead a share¬ 
holder rebellion against 
Dell's board if the compa¬ 
ny continues to favor the 
deal to sell to Michael Dell 
and an investment group 
led by Silver Lake Partners.

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Coca-Cola’s independent

NEW YORK (AP) — Coca- 
Cola has struck preliminary 
deals to begin handing 
back more of its U.S. dis¬ 
tribution network to inde¬ 
pendent bottlers, a move 
that's expected to improve 
profit margins in its flagship 
market. 

The world's biggest bever¬ 
age maker, which makes 
Sprite, Dasani and Pow- 
erade, had purchased its 
biggest North American 
bottler in 2010 to make it 
easier to introduce new 
products and clean up the 
messy patchwork of fac¬ 
tories that had been cre¬ 
ated over the decades. 
The idea was that the com¬ 
pany would consolidate 


production and eventually 
refranchise the business. 
“Over the past few months, 
it seemed like they were 
pushing out the refranchis¬ 
ing later and later, and 
frankly it seemed like they 
didn't have a plan," said 
Ali Dibadj, an analyst with 
Bernstein Research. 

The preliminary agree¬ 
ments give investors “an 
IOU” that the deal will get 
done sooner rather than 
later, he said. Coca-Cola 
said definitive agreements 
are expected by the end 
of the year, with closings 
expected in 2014. 

The announcement came 
just minutes before Coca- 
Cola reported its first-quar¬ 
ter results, which topped 
Wall Street expectations as 


sales volume rose in emerg¬ 
ing markets. Shares of Co¬ 
ca-Cola Co. rose nearly 
6 percent to $42.37 and 
touched their highest point 
since the late 1990s. 

In an interview, CEO 
Muhtar Kent noted that the 
company has been work¬ 
ing to fix a production net¬ 
work in the U.S. that hadn't 
been “well thought out.” 
For instance, he noted that 
many bottlers didn’t have 
the capacity for making 
its non-carbonated bever¬ 
ages, which often resulted 
in third-party operators pro¬ 
ducing them. 

Over the years, Kent said 
Coca-Cola has been bring¬ 
ing that production back 
in-house. In a call with ana¬ 
lysts, he also noted that fur¬ 


ther improvements are in 
store, such as building new 
plants and consolidating 
others. 

“There’s room for costs to 
come down,” Kent said. 
“There’s room for efficien¬ 
cy to increase.” 

Although Coca-Cola is giv¬ 
ing more distribution terri¬ 
tories to bottlers in the new 
deals, the Atlanta compa¬ 
ny is holding onto its facto¬ 
ries as it works to create a 
national production model 


more akin to those in other 
countries. Dibadj noted 
that the company will likely 
try to swap expanded ter¬ 
ritories for control of the re¬ 
maining plants owned by 
bottlers. 

A franchising model lowers 
overhead costs for Coca- 
Cola because it means re¬ 
gional bottlers take on the 
responsibilities for deliver¬ 
ing drinks to retailers such 
as supermarkets and gas 
stations. □ 


Stock market rebounds from worst day of the year

NEW YORK (AP) — Strong 
housing and earnings re¬ 
ports helped U.S. stocks re¬ 
bound from their worst day 
of the year. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 157.58 points, 
or 1.1 percent, on Tuesday, 
to 14,756.78, winning back 
more than half of the 265 
points it lost a day earlier. 
The Standard & Poor's 500 
index logged its second- 
best day of the year. 

Home construction topped 
1 million last month, the 
highest level since June 
2008. Robust earnings from 
companies including Co¬ 
ca-Cola also propelled the 
market higher. 

A recovery in housing and 
a pickup in hiring were 
major catalysts driving the 
stock market’s surge early 
this year. The Dow and the 
S&P 500 jumped 11.3 per¬ 
cent and 10.3 percent, re¬ 
spectively, in the first three 
months of 2013. 

That run-up was interrupted 
Monday when stocks had 
their biggest decline since 
November. Worries about 
an economic slowdown in 
China led to a drop in pric¬ 
es for oil, copper, and oth¬ 
er commodities, causing 


mining and energy stocks 
to fall. The rally had already 
slowed earlier this month 
after reports of weak hiring 
and retail sales suggested 
that the economy was 
cooling off. 

“This is the first time in a 
while that we've had pretty 
positive numbers,” said JJ 
Kinahan, chief derivatives 
strategist forTD Ameritrade. 


“We had one bad day yes¬ 
terday. You can’t say be¬ 
cause of that one bad day 
that all bets are off.” 

While Chinese growth fell 
short of expectations, Mon¬ 
day's sell-off may have 
been disproportionate to 
the slight slowdown in Chi¬ 
na’s growth. 

The world’s second biggest 
economy still expanded

at a rate of 7.7 percent in 
the first three months of the 
year, slowing from 7.9 per¬ 
cent the previous quarter 
and missing analysts’ ex¬ 
pectations by just 0.3 per¬ 
centage points. China is 
watched closely because 
it is a major market for for¬ 
eign goods from iron ore 
to smartphones. Investors 
hope demand from China 


can help offset weakness 
in the U.S., Europe and Ja¬ 
pan. 

Mining companies rose 
Tuesday as commodities 
markets stabilized and 
materials stocks gained 
the most of the 10 indus¬ 
try groups in the S&P 500 
after leading the mar¬ 
ket lower the day before. 
Home builders advanced 
following the housing re¬ 
port. PulteGroup rose 4.2 
percent to $18.60 and Len¬ 
nar climbed 2.4 percent to 
$38.70. 

The S&P 500 climbed 22.2 
points, or 1.4 percent, to 
1,574.57. It was the biggest 
gain since Jan. 2, when 
stocks rallied after lawmak¬ 
ers reached a last-minute 
deal to stop a series of 
sweeping tax hikes and 
spending cuts from taking 
effect. 

Gold, which was at the 
epicenter of Monday’s 
sell-off, rose 1.9 percent to 
$1,387.40 an ounce. 

The precious metal logged 
its steepest fall in 30 years 
Monday, plunging 9 per¬ 
cent. Gold had been drift¬ 
ing lower since the start of 
the year and the decline 
accelerated Friday after 
the government reported 
a drop in inflation.^

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Ancient creature mixed human, apelike traits

NEW YORK (AP) — Scientists 
have gained new insights 
into an extinct South African 
creature with an intriguing 
mix of human and apelike 
traits, and apparently an 
unusual way of walking. 
But they still haven't pinned 
down where it fits on our 
evolutionary family tree. 

It will take more fossil 
discoveries to sort that out. 
The human branch of the 
evolutionary tree, called 
Homo, is thought to have 
arisen from a group of 
ancient species called 
australopithecines. The 
newly studied species is a 
member of this group, and 
so its similarities to humans 
are enticing for tackling 
the riddle of how Homo 
appeared. 

It’s called Australopithecus 
sediba, which means 
“southern ape, wellspring.” 
It lived some 2 million 
years ago, and it both 
climbed in trees and 
walked upright. Its remains 
were discovered in 2008 
when the 9-year-old son 
of a paleoanthropologist 
accidently came across a 
bone in South Africa. 

A 2011 analysis of some of 
A. sediba’s bones showed 
a combination of human 
and more apelike traits, 
like a snapshot of evolution 
in action. That theme 
continues in six papers 
published online Thursday 
by the journal Science, 
which complete the initial 
examination of two partial 
skeletons and an isolated 
shinbone. 

Jeremy DeSilva of Boston 
University, lead author 
of one of the papers, 
said the fossils reveal an

look primitive, reflecting 
climbing ability, while 
earlier analysis of the hand 
had shown mixed traits. 

The teeth also show a mix 
of human and primitive 
features, and provide 
new evidence that A. 
sediba is closely related 
to early humans, said 
Debbie Guatelli-Steinberg 
of Ohio State University, 
a co-author of a dental 
analysis. It and an older 
South African species, 
A. africanus, appear 
more closely related to 
early humans than other 
australopithecines like the 
famous “Lucy" are, she 
said. 

But she said the analysis 
can’t determine which of 
the two species is the closer 
relative, nor whether A. 
sediba is a direct ancestor 
of humans. 

Another study found a 
mix of human and apelike 
traits in leg bones, and 
concluded that A. sediba 
walked like no other known 
animal. 

Its heel was narrow like an 
ape’s, which would seem 


to prevent walking upright, 
but the more humanlike 
knee, pelvis and hip show 
A. sediba did just that, 
DeSilva said. 

When people walk, they 
strike the ground with the 
heel first. But that would be 
disastrous from A. sediba’s 
narrow heel bone, so 
instead the creature struck 
the ground first with the 
outside of the foot, DeSilva 
and co-authors propose. 
The foot would react 
by rolling inward, which 
is called pronation. In 
people, chronic pronation 
can cause pain in the foot, 
knees, hip and back, said 
DeSilva, who tried out the 
ancient creature’s gait. 

“I've been walking around 
campus this way, and it 
hurts,” he said. 

But the bones of A. 
sediba show features that 
evidently prevented those 
pain problems, he said. 
The creature apparently 
adopted this gait as a kind 
of compromise for a body 
that had to climb trees 
proficiently as well as walk 
upright, he said.Q

3 cancer scientists awarded 
$500K Nmedical prize 


ALBANY, New York (AP) 

— Three scientists at uni¬ 
versities in Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and Oregon whose 
research has helped trans¬ 
form cancer treatment will 
share one of the richest 
prizes in medicine and bio¬ 
medical research. 

Dr. Peter Nowell of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, Dr. 
Janet Rowley of the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago and Dr. Bri¬ 
an Druker of Oregon Health 
and Science University will 
receive the $500,000 an¬ 
nual Albany Medical Cen¬ 
ter Prize in Medicine and 
Biomedical Research next 
month, the medical cen¬ 
ter announced Tuesday. 
The prize, one of the larg¬ 
est in medicine and sci¬ 
ence in the United States, 
is awarded to those who 


have changed the course 
of medical research. 
Medical center officials 
called the trio “visionary 
scientists" whose work has 
given hope to cancer pa¬ 
tients around the world. 
The researchers will offi¬ 
cially receive the award 
May 17 at a ceremony at 
the medical center. “These 
individuals exemplify the 
extraordinary impact that 
painstaking research can 
have on the lives of count¬ 
less individuals,” said James 
J. Barba, president and 
chief executive officer of 
Albany Medical Center. 
Nowell’s research at Penn 
in Philadelphia was the first 
to show that a genetic de¬ 
fect could be responsible 
for cancer. His work has 
led to numerous discover¬ 


ies into the growth of cells 
related to cancers and 
other disorders. Rowley's 
discoveries of chromosome 
abnormalities in leukemia 
secured a common agree¬ 
ment among scientists, 
physicians and the gener¬ 
al public that cancer is, in 
fact, a genetic disease. 
Druker, an oncologist in 
Portland, Ore., used earlier 
work by Nowell and Row- 
ley to develop a lifesaving 
treatment for chronic my¬ 
eloid leukemia that spe¬ 
cifically targets the leuke¬ 
mia cells without harming 
healthy cells. The Albany 
Medical Center Prize was 
established in 2000 by the 
late Morris “Marty” Silver- 
man, a New York City busi¬ 
nessman who wanted to 
encourage health and bio¬

Wahlberg disgusted over Boston Marathon tragedy

NEW YORK (AP) — Mark 
Wahlberg was in a somber 
mood at the New York pre¬ 
miere of his new film, “Pain 
and Gain"— still grappling 
with the tragedy that struck 
his hometown in Boston. 
Earlier on Monday, two 
bombs went off near the 
finish line at the Boston Mar¬ 
athon. Three people were 
killed and at least 140 were 
injured. 

“I really didn’t even want to 
come tonight. I hadn’t real¬ 
ly heard much — I spoke to 
my mom, and most of my 
family seems fo be OK. It’s 
such a big event, there’s so 
many people there. It’s hor¬ 
rible man. It's (expletive) 
disgusting, man. I just — I’m 
very upset,” Wahlberg said 
Monday night. 

“You try to put everything 
in God’s hands and what¬ 
ever happens here is out 


of our control and there’s 
a bigger picture. But it’s still 
obviously upsetting,” the 
41-year old actor said on 
the red carpet before go¬ 
ing into the premiere host¬ 
ed by The Cinema Society. 
New York rapper 50 Cent 
was a guest at the pre¬ 
miere and before going 
inside, he expressed his dis¬ 
may. 

“Why is it even happening? 
But there’s no explanation. 
We don’t even know what 
happened (yet),” 50 Cent 
said. 

He added: “When you see 
kids involved in it, I can't 
write it off. I can’t say may¬ 
be (it was) karma that is 
why the kid was where he 
was.” 

An 8-year-old boy was 
among the dead. 

But the rapper said the 
tragedy doesn’t make him 
feel less safe than usual. 

“If anyone is feeling that 


way they have to allow 
themselves accept the re¬ 
ality that we don't have 
control of our fate,” he said. 
Before coming to the pre¬ 
miere, “Nurse Jackie" star 


Peter Facinelli was running 
on his treadmill when he 
saw the news on television. 
“My heart goes out to the 
families and the victims. I 
don’t know who caused it. 


just like everyone else. I’m 
in the dark. I’m waiting to 
get to the bottom of it,” he 
said at the event. 

“If if was terrorism, people 
are going to need to know 
they're not going to stop 
us,” he added. “We’re not 
going to be afraid. So for 
me, the best thing to do is 
to not hide inside. Proceed 
with caution but live your 
life.” 

Authorities still don’t know 
who is responsible for the 
attack.

BEVERLY HILLS, Califor¬ 
nia (AP) — NBC’s “Tonight 
Show” is moving back to 
New York because it’s the 
right place for its next host, 
producer Lome Michaels 
said Tuesday. 

Jimmy Fallon has “the en¬ 
ergy of the city," said Mi¬ 
chaels, who will produce 
“Tonight” when Fallon 
takes the show over from 
Jay Leno next year. 

The move also is a tribute 
to New York itself, said Mi¬ 
chaels, the longtime force 
behind Manhattan-based 
“Saturday Night Live.” Pub¬ 
lic opinion of the city has 
changed since Johnny 
Carson took the “Tonight 
Show” to California in 1972, 
the producer said. 

He made his comments 
during a Q&A session with 
comedian Martin Short at a 
Hollywood Radio Television 
& Society lunch in Beverly 
Hills. 

Michaels, who like Short is 
a native of Canada, remi¬ 
nisced about visiting New 
York as a teenager and 
seeing a taping of “To¬ 


night” with Jack Paar, who 
hosted from 1957 to 1962. 

“I remember how magic 
that was,” said Michaels, 
68. He added later that 
Betty White was a guest 
that night, a testament to 
the staying power of some 
stars even as audiences 
show less patience for vet¬ 
erans. 

He touched only briefly on 
the upcoming changes in 
NBC’s late-night schedule 
and didn’t address who 
will fill Fallon’s spot on “Late 
Night.” 

Instead, he and Short, a for¬ 
mer “Saturday Night Live” 
cast member who starred 
in the 1986 movie “Three 
Amigos!” produced and 
co-written by Michaels, 
kept the focus on “SNL” 
and Michaels’ career. 

The show never holds back 
on mocking politicians of 
any stripe or even friends in 
the business, Michaels said, 
but he does try to avoid at¬ 
tacking “our own,” a refer¬ 
ence to former cast mem¬ 
bers. He recalled a misstep 
involving Eddie Murphy. 
Then-cast member David 
Spade made an on-air 


reference to Murphy as a 
“falling star,” a jab at the 
state of Murphy’s film ca¬ 
reer. That prompted a call 
to Spade from Murphy, 
who gave him “a half-hour 
of the truth: ‘You’re stand¬ 
ing on my shoulders,'" Mi¬ 
chaels recalled. 

“And it was true. It was a 
mistake on our part,” he 
said, noting the show didn’t 
otherwise mock Murphy. 
“There were a lot of things 
we didn’t do,” Michaels 
said. “Let’s list them,” said 
Short, impishly. 

Although “SNL" has had its 
ups and downs with view¬ 
ers and critics, Michaels 
said it remains a badge of 
honor to host the show and 
join the ranks of such stars 
as Alec Baldwin, Steve Mar¬ 
tin and Justin Timberlake. 
“So many people are an¬ 
gry” at not being asked, 
he said, without naming 
names, but he said the in¬ 
vitation can never be a fa¬ 
vor. 

“It only works in the ratings 
and in the studio if when 
the door opens the audi¬ 
ence is incredibly excited,” 
Michaels said. □ 
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Chris Murphy’s crucible

WASHINGTON - Even as he fights 
the NRA, Chris Murphy under¬ 
stands that guns are in the DNA. 
The very junior senator from Con¬ 
necticut, the father of two small 
boys, long ago decided not to 
allow any toy guns in the house 
or violent video games or even 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles. 
“We have lots of trucks and 
trains,” he said, pausing before 
adding about his 4-year-old: “But 
you know it doesn’t matter. My 
son still picks up anything that’s 
shaped like a gun, like a certain 
construction of Legos, and uses 
it as a gun. But he knows that 
when I leave home I’m working 
on getting guns away from the 
bad guys, so he’s a little more 
sensitive now.” 

At 39, Murphy is the youngest 
member of the Senate. He’s tall, 
attractive and crisp in blue shirt 
and blue striped tie. He was a 
blank slate and back-bench 
congressman before Newtown, 
known mostly for tweeting about 
Justin Bieber and surviving a 
more than $40 million onslaught 
by the WWE’s Linda McMahon in 
the 2012 campaign. 

Gun safety was not his cause; 
his district didn’t include any big 
cities. But he was transformed 
by the massacre in serene New¬ 
town of Sandy Hook’s “beautiful 
babies,” in Joe Biden’s words. 

“I got to the firehouse a couple 
hours after the shooting,” Murphy 
says, his voice thrumming with 
emotion as he recalled being 
with parents while they learned 
the unthinkable. “I sometimes 
wish I didn’t see some of the 
things I saw. It’s not that in the 
past I’ve been disconnected 
from the issues I’ve worked on. 
But this is the first one in which 
I’ve felt an emotional impera¬ 
tive to deliver. These parents are 
my contemporaries. I’ve got two 
little boys at home just younger 
than the ones that were killed.” 
The new senator, cramped in the 
basement, has not even moved 
into a permanent office. Yet he 
has been thrust to the forefront 
of the Sisyphean battle for gun 
safety in a Congress where some 
NRA puppets are still arguing to 
allow felons to conceal guns, 
and to let imbalanced veterans 
and people who have been 
locked up in mental institutions 
bear arms too. It’s the same Con¬ 
gress where the campaign of 
one lawmaker, the Texas Repub¬ 
lican Steve Stockman, tweeted 
a new bumper sticker: “If ba¬ 
bies had guns they wouldn’t be 
aborted.” 

Murphy said it was hard, flying 
down on Air Force One with the 
trepidatious Sandy Hook fami¬ 


lies, to explain that they would 
be lobbying to get a vote on a 
vote. “They thought they were 
coming down here to argue for 
a ban on high-capacity maga¬ 
zines and universal background 
checks, and we told them that 
they were coming to argue to 
avert a filibuster and allow us to 
debate,” he said. “And that was 
really heartbreaking and deflat¬ 
ing for some of them. But they 
rose to the occasion, and it was 
wonderful to see them at the 
end of the trip feeling like they 
had made a difference.” 

On Wednesday, Murphy made 
his maiden speech on the Sen¬ 
ate floor, telling the story of Anne 
Marie Murphy, a Sandy Hook 
special education teacher who 
died with an autistic student, 
6-year-old Dylan Hockley, en¬ 
folded tightly in her arms, trying 
in vain to protect him. 

“That morning, I read it aloud in 
my office by myself and I cried,” 
he recalled. “I made it through, 
barely, on the floor. I’m not an 
overly emotional guy, but I’ve 
been as emotional as I’ve ever 
been for the past four months.” 
He has been debunking the NRA 
with reports and mocking it with 
tweets, including one making fun 
of Barry Manilow’s being on the 
NRA Enemies’ List (a list that has 
since been removed from the 
group’s website). He petitioned 
NASCAR - unsuccessfully - to 
drop the NRA as the sponsor of 
this weekend’s race. And he 
wants the Hollywood ratings arbi¬ 
ters to “pay as much attention to 
violence as they do to sex.” 

“Gun ownership has dramati¬ 
cally dropped over the last 20 
years, so now it’s about selling a 
larger number of more expensive 
weapons to a smaller number of 
customers,” the senator said. 
“The NRA, doing the bidding of 
the industry, ratchets up para¬ 
noia about government so that 
those people will go out and buy 
more guns.” 

His mother, a Republican who 
has also morphed into a militant 
for stricter gun control, sends him 
several emails a day urging him 
on - or apologizing for being so 
hard on his former colleagues in 
the state Legislature as she lob¬ 
bies them to come around on 
the issue. 

One Connecticut rifle manufac¬ 
turer is leaving the state because 
of its strict new gun restrictions. “If 
we made our schools safer at the 
expense of a handful of jobs,” 
Murphy said coolly, “I think that’s 
a trade-off we have to make.” 
How did he feel about the Man- 
chin-Toomey background check 
compromise? “It was both insuf¬ 
ficient and sufficient,” he replied. 
“When my 4-year-old asks for two 
scoops of ice cream and he gets 
one and a half, he still eats the 
one and a half. You’re not go¬ 
ing to disenfranchise the NRA 
overnight. I think ultimately we 
will get the assault weapons ban 
because I don’t think this is the 
last time a man will walk into a 
crowded place with an AR-15.” 
Murphy left to go to Connecti¬ 
cut for the weekend, where he 
would debrief the families.Q

The traditional American mass 
media - the crumbling, Internet- 
besieged edifice of newspapers 
and news shows, magazines 
and roundtables and journalism 
schools - evolved to believe with 
equal vigor in two not entirely 
compatible ideals. 

One is an ideal of balance, non- 
partisanship and near-perfect 
neutrality - distilled to its essence, 
perhaps, by the former Washing¬ 
ton Post editor Leonard Downie 
Jr.’s longstanding refusal to cast 
a vote, “so that I never make up 
my mind which party, candidate 
or ideology should be in power.” 
The other is a much more ideo¬ 
logical ideal, which treats jour¬ 
nalism as a kind of vanguard 
profession - fighting for the pow¬ 
erless against the powerful and 
leading America toward enlight¬ 
enment. 

Both of these visions have inspired 
great journalists and impressive 
publications, but many of the es¬ 
tablishment media’s worst habits 
arise from the doomed attempt 
to pursue both of them at once. 
Consider, for instance, the Wash¬ 
ington press’ tendency toward 
what critics have dubbed “bipar- 
tisanthink” - in which journalists 
fetishize centrism and deal mak¬ 
ing, and assume that the best of 
all possible legislation, regardless 
of its actual content, is the kind 
that has both parties’ fingerprints 
on it. By conflating the march of 
progress with the march of legis¬ 


lation through Congress, biparti- 
santhink allows journalists to take 
sides and root for particular out¬ 
comes without having to explic¬ 
itly choose sides. 

Usually this happens on fiscal is¬ 
sues, where the mainstream 
press’ attitude for the past few 
years has often been: “We need 
a grand bargain and we don’t 
care what is in it!” And usually 
bipartisanthink irritates liberals 
more than conservatives, be¬ 
cause liberals sense - accurately 
enough - that many of the me¬ 
dia personalities talking up, say, 
the Simpson-Bowles deficit plan 
would actually be perfectly 
happy with President Barack 
Obama’s deficit plan but feel a 
professional obligation not to ad¬ 
mit it. Conservatives, meanwhile, 
tend to be more frustrated by 
bipartisanthink’s cousin, “leading 
the conversation.” This is how the 
mainstream media tend to cover 
social issues, and it involves act¬ 
ing as a crusading vanguard 
while denying, often self-righ- 
teously, that anything of the sort 
is happening. 

I’m borrowing the term from 
The Daily Beast’s Howard Kurtz, 
who used it to describe how the 
press (while also “being fair to 
all sides”) should handle the af¬ 
termath of the Newtown shoot¬ 
ings. The trouble is that when you 
set out to “lead” a conversa¬ 
tion, you often end up deciding 
where it goes, which side wins 
the arguments and even who 
gets to participate. This was clear 
enough in Kurtz’s own piece, 
which assumed that stricter gun 
control was the only rational pol¬ 
icy response to Newtown. And 
it’s been clear enough in all of 
the culturally charged debates 
- over guns and gay marriage, 
immigration and abortion - that 
have attracted media attention 
of late. 

On these issues, an official jour¬ 
nalistic commitment to neutrality 


coexists with the obvious ideo¬ 
logical thrust of a thousand spe¬ 
cific editorial choices: what kinds 
of questions are asked of which 
politicians; which stories get wall- 
to-wall coverage and which 
ones end up buried; which side 
is portrayed as aggressors and 
which side as the aggrieved par¬ 
ty; and on and on and on. 
“Leading the conversation” is 
how you end up with the ma¬ 
jor Sunday shows somehow ne¬ 
glecting to invite a single anti¬ 
amnesty politician on a week¬ 
end dominated by the immigra¬ 
tion debate. It’s how you end up 
with officially nonideological an¬ 
chors and journalists lecturing so¬ 
cial conservatives for being out 
of step with modern values. And 
it’s how you end up with a press 
corps that went all-in for the sup¬ 
posed “war on women” having 
to be shamed and harassed - by 
two writers in particular, Kirsten 
Powers in USA Today and Mollie 
Ziegler Hemingway of GetReli- 
gion - into paying attention to 
the grisly case of a Philadelphia 
doctor whose methods of late- 
term abortion included snipping 
the spines of neonates after they 
were delivered. 

As the last example suggests, the 
problem here isn’t that American 
journalists are too quick to go 
on crusades. Rather, it’s that the 
press’ ideological blinders limit 
the kinds of crusades mainstream 
outlets are willing to entertain, 
and the formal commitment to 
neutrality encourages self-de¬ 
ception about what counts as 
crusading. 

The core weakness of the main¬ 
stream media, in this sense, is less 
liberalism than parochialism. The 
same habits of mind that make 
bipartisan think seem like the 
height of wisdom also make it 
easy to condescend to causes 
and groups that seem disreputa¬ 
ble and to underplay stories that 
might vindicate them. □

Georgina Chapman, de¬ 
signer of red-carpet favorite 
Marchesa, is now offering a 
significantly less expensive 
version of her party looks at 
JCPenney under the Pearl la¬ 
bel. With a toddler daughter 
at home, a brand new son 
born last week, and teen¬ 
age stepdaughters, she was 
itchy to do something for the 
younger crowd. 

For even her older teen step¬ 
daughter, Chapman says she 
felt like Marchesa's dramatic 
signature might have been a 
little too much. "You want to 
look vibrant.
